beer in the fnited States in the last 
fiscal year and a large decrease in the 
bernesa and morality in the govern- 
expressed belief of prominent officials. 
headed by Assistant Secretary Taylor, 
of the treasury, that drunkenness eon- 
stantly decreases, Jue to the substitu- 
tion of such beverages as beer for 
whisky. 


The deep interest in the figures i- 


owing to the fact that students of so- 
berness and orality in the govern- 
ment service find something to think 
about and analyze; the prohibitionists 
find their own views being added to. 
the brewing industry feels gratified 
that much of the prejudice of years 
as to beer is wearing away and that it 
is becoming', as many newspapers as- 
sert, "the national drink." 


Prominent government 
officials be- 


lieve that whatever increases sobriety 
and lessens drunkenness .^ives !'trene;;h 
to the nation, :xn;l most of them frink- 
ly admit, being- without prejudices, 
that beer takes the place e>f whisky 
with many men, kills the de-:re and 
taste for ardent spirits, and promotes 
temperance. Because the ciucstion i^ 
always one that is "loaded." officials 
do not care to discuss it for publiea- 
tion, but privately they sfiy that there 
is little question that with the st"pdy 
growth in the consumption of bcrr 
there will be a dee-reasf in tlie con- 
sumption of whisky anl a correspenid-

When he took charge of the Ex- 
aminer he put salaries up so high that he robbed 
the Chronicle, the Call and the other San Fran- 
cisco dailies of their best men.

While one is touring, this apparatus, occupying 
the space of two or three boxes of writing paper, 
nay be put in the automobile or valise, ami one 
is in a position lo register on the prepared cards 
the impressions of the journey. Again, the ex- 
plorer may receive news from home, not only the 
routine news of the ordinary letter, but he may 
hear also the voices of his correspondents. The 
voice is thrown into a little funnel which is placed 
in contact with the registering needle. The lat- 
ter is a sapphire point which passes over a la\er 
of a preparation known as sonorine. which h:i< 
been previously spread over the paper. The chief 
merit of the invention is in having found a sub- 
stance that could be.easily spread over a sheet of 
paper, which possesses all the advantages of wax. 
One of the particular advantages of the sonorine 
is that it can stand the hard usage of the post. 
The sounds are inscribed by means of a spiral 
which commences at the edge of the card and pro- 
ceeds toward the center, finally stopping outside 
of a circle about the size of a quarter. The num- 
ber of words that may be sent on each card is 
between seventy-five and eighty.
